AN ASTONISHING ATTITUDE 


The recent suggestion, which had a favorable reception 
in the United States government, that Marshall aid for Britain 
be withheld unless she relinquished her claim on Ulster is 
nothing less than astonishing. Without going into any of the 
rights or wrongs of the situation that exists between Britain 
and Ireland, it is almost unthinkable that the United States 
would attempt to interfere with the political relations of the 
Empire. Ulster i is not kept @ part of Britain by force. She could 
have freedom to join the Irish Free State if she so chose. But 
apparently she does not so choose. 


Just what advantages she could hope to obtain through 
the severance of Empire ties we cannot assess, but we are con- 
fident that there are a great number of people in the northern 
state who would not find life too pleasant under the rule of 
Eire. 

Furthermore the d 
owes to the Free State tght come in for some careful assess- 
ment. During the war, when naval bases were sorely needed, 
we are informed that Eire would not co-operate with the West- 
ern powers: On the other hand she maintained certain diplo- 
matic contact with the Axis which allowed them to freely 
mingle in the territory and gather valuable information. 

Surely the United States must realize the strategic value of 
* the island, and not be desirous of selling their remaining 
down the river. If she thinks that by so doing she will win the 
allegiance of Eire she is playing a very long chance. 

It is to be hoped that this proviso will be done away with 
before the legislation is finally ratified. In the meantime we

| Sources of iron for red blood cella, and 
a good source of phosphorous and 
other minerals. 

The wise homemaker considers buy- 
ing as an investmeht from which she 
plans to get the best value when Mrs. 
Wise visits her butcher she knows ex- 
actly what'she wants. She knows 
what'part of the animal each cut comes 
from she knows how to cook it to ob- 
tain the most flavour and least waste. 

For the tender cuts from the loin 
and rib sections she uses low dry heat. 
Cuts from the parts of the animal that 
receive most exercise, such as the neck 
leg and shoulder, she gives long slow 
cooking with moist heat, to make them 
tender and tasty. 

Mrs. Wise makes good use of these 
less expensive cuts, which are high in 
food value. In comparing cuts, she al- 
lows too for bone and gristle which 
raise the cost'of edible portions.

CANADIAN FLIES 
NOT DDT - IMMUNE 


Is the common house fly becoming 
partially resistant to DDT, or has a 
new generation of DDT-resistant flies 
arrived to plague the housewife and 
menace health? Some writers have sug 
gested that this may be so. 

Ever on the alert to’ check such 
theories, entomologists of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Ottawa, have 
been studying the effect of DDT sprays 
ever since they were introduced into 
Canada as a control for the house fly, 
They say that the demonstration of the 
presence of DDT-resistant flies in cer- 
tain parts of the United States and 
Europe should not lead to unwarranted 
tonclusions or ill-considered or hasty 
| actions concerning the use of DDT for 
fly control in Canada. There

,;Sclentific evidence in Canada yet that | 


| Fealstance of thé flies wag an import- 
ant factor in reported failures to con- 
trol flies last year. This possibility, 
however, is being watched and studied 
further.

It should be remembered too, that 
new chemicals such as Chiordane and 
Lindane are becoming available and 
these, often in combination with DDT, 
have excellent fly-killing properties. 
Though these combined sprays are not 
yet so readily purchased In all parts 
6f Canada as DDT sprays, they are 
finding their way onto the market. 


GROWING OWARF 
BUSH TOMATOES 


The early fruit ripening of the dwarf 
‘bush tomato makes it valuable for thé 
short season garden. Its wind-resist- 
ant plant form is important in exposed 
locations. Moreover, the compact, tidy 
and small plants are great space-sav- 
ers. 

The restricted growth of the bush 
tomato is due to flower and fruit clus- 
ters forming.on the ends of the grow- 
ing shoots once full plant size is redch 
ed, This means that the plant form is 
fixea for size. Other characteristics, 
such as time and method of fruiting, 
are also fixed. Accordingly, anything 
the gardener may unintentionally do to 
upset the normal growth of the plant 
could possibly delay early. fruit_ripen- 
ing, says Charles Walkof, Experiment- 
al Station, Morden, Man. 

Since the bush tomato is early fruit- 
ing, it should not be seeded indoors or 
in the hotbed before April 10. It is 
still timely up to April 18. If it is start- 
ed sooner than this, # will flower and 
set fruit before it is transplanteg to 
the garden. As a rule, the shock of 
transplanting causes the open flowers 
to drop. Thus the first fruits are not 
likely to be early. Furthermore, hotbed 
temperatures over 65 degrees F. will 
force the plant to grow so rapidly that 
the same result is obtained as with too 
early seeding. Constant temperatures 
of 55 to 66 degrees F. are preferred for 
best results,

WHAT ABOUT YOUR 
FARM MACHINERY 
Too many machines are stored with- 
out servicing, says C. A. Cheshire, Ex- 
tension Agricultural Engineer for the 
Alberta Department of Agriculture. If 
your machinery is not already in shape 
for spring, it should’ be checked now. 
First, the machine should be check- 


ed for worn, cracked; bent or .broken 
parts, and these either replaced or re- 
| paired, Next tighten all boits, nuts 


and screws. If you leave one side of 
each nut parallel to the edge of the 
framework, you can check quickly to 
see whether or not they are working 
loose. 

Next comes lubrication, one of the 
inost important jobs, Go over the 
whole machine, advises Mr. Cheshire. 
Wash off the accumulation of oil, 
grease, and. dirt with solvent, and 
clean out all the oi) holes. Then, asing 
the proper grades of oil and grease, 
force lubricant Into every bearing gur- 
face until it works out, around the 
edge, forming a seal to protect against 
more dirt, 

Finally, the bright surfaces should 
be serviced. In a tiller, discer, plow or 
drill, the discs or shares and mold- 
boards should be kept bright. If rust 
resistant grease was applied last fall, 
it will merely need wiping off with 
kerosene, If this precaution was neg- 
lected, a little steel wool ahd d lot of 
rubbing will help to get that polish

| Jesus te Led Away to be Crucified, 
The Roman Governor, Pontius Pil- 
ate, had given Jesus over to the people 
to be crucified. He had been treated 
with the greatest cruelty. He had ‘been | 
mocked and beaten and spit upon until 
He was weak with anguish and pain. 
Then the procession to the place of the 
crucifixion began. 


It was the custom to make the Nada 
condemned to die, carry his own cross 
to the place of execution. The soldiers 
laid the heavy beam of Jesus’ cross on 
His shoulders, and led Him from 
Pilate’s Palace through the streets of 
Jerusalem toward a hill named Cal- 
vary, outside the city wall. The Jewish 
name for this place was Golgotha, 
which means “Skull-place”.
